My purpose in writing to you is to request for myself and 
Mr. Foy Koh ler that the Cent ral Intell igence Agency undertake " 
such astudy as a natter of urgency. ’’ While it would be of 
gre«ft"l^bftahce that lbs study'Se coexisted on a priority 
schedule, it la equally important that the study cover in as 
much depth as feasible the effect of withholding of deliveries 
from KATO countries to the 38BS and the countries of the Soviet 
bloc. Detailed information as to the orders involved is contained 
in State Department Intelligence Deport So. 8500 , "Soviet Bloc 
Orders for Capital Iqulpaent from the Industrial West," dated 
July 26 , 1961 . This information would, of course, have to be 
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brought up-to-date. Among Vm alters which 
the study could cover would he the effect of the 
such Western orders cm the individual industry, *5* 
sector of whleh the industry is * P*rt, an* on^^tries sod 
other activities dependent upon the product which w* 
manufactured by cancelled ported equipment. It is requested 
that the study arrive at sow judgments as to the ^f oX 
vulnerability of the various equipment orders so a# to afford 
an indication of the relative critical importance of the «£*»• 
It would be helpful to have an indication as to how crfM«a 
bottlenecks would be affected.
